Little Boy Fractures Arm. 


The late General Bacon Montgom­ 


ery, for many years a resident of Se­ 


dalia 
and 
one 
of the state’s best 


known men. who met death in Mexico 
in a mysterious manner wlii’e nros- 
pecting for gold, in 1892, was written 
of at length in the Nevada Post of 
Tuesday afternoon. 
The story will be perused with in­ 
terest by all readers of the Demo­ 
crat. 
A portion of the narrative may 
be true, but the statement that Gen­ 
eral Montgomery’s body wan disin­ 
terred a ,year after his death and 
brought back to Sedalia for burial is 
not true. 
This latter fact had much 
to do with Mrs. Montgomery’^ death. 
She mourned constantly over the fact 
that her husband's remains were per­ 
mitted to lie buried on Mexican soil. 
Here is ^the story as printed in the 
Post: 
“ Many Vernon county people re­ 
member General Bacon Montgomery, 
famous during the Civil war as the 
“Boy Brigadier,” and for years after 
the war as a newspaper man. 
For 
many years lie was city editor of the 
old Sedalia Democrat, when that pa­ 
per was the “livest wire” on the Cen­ 
tral Missouri circuit—or, 
for 
tha* 
matter, in the whole west. 
“He was one of those big hearted, 
brave fellows who never counted cash 
w’hen pity appealed nor ever faltered 
when duty called. 
He gave, and that 
freely, of his means, or his time, or 
his blood, as many yet living can tes­ 
tify, consequently no man ever had 
warmer, more devoted friends, and 
no man ever better deserved them. 
Kb wonder then that those woo knew' 
&0d loved him iii life heard with re­ 
gret of his sudden death, years ago. 
while on a hunting trip in Mexico 
“The rciKjrt as current at the time 
was to the effect that death was th'’ 
result of an unfortunate accident. 
It 
was said that in his haste to get a 
shot at a passing deer General "Mont­ 
gomery seized his gun by the muzzle 
as it lay in the bottom o f the camp 
wagon, and in drawing it out it was 
discharged, 
the 
load 
o f 
buckshot 
striking him squarely in the chest 
and killing him almost instantly. 
“In a conversation with an old war 
comrade of General Montgomery this 
circumstance was adverted to. appar 
enti> 
his surprise, as he at once 
sa id: 
“ That is not the way “Bake” died. 
He was stood up against an adobe 
wall In Sonora. Old Mexico, and shot. 
I know*, because 
I 
was 
stood 
up 
against the same wall at the same 
time, along with “ Bake” and General 
Simon, one of John Morgan's cava 
liers. 
They were t o shoot us one ai 
a time .anc they began at ’he end 
or the line ^.ere Bake s t o o d 
B e f o r e 
our turn 1 ^e a courier arrived with 
a repriev 
for all three of us from 
General Reyes, but it came too late 
to save our friend. 
“ ‘We left the country and came 
back home . This w as in I Sa”. 
The 
next year we went W k there and got 
General Montgomery’s body, brought 
it back and gave it burial in the 
cemetery at Sedalia. 
“ ‘How' did we come to be down in 
that country? 
Well, w e went down 
there to help the Yaqui and incident­ 
ally help our 
own 
fortunes. 
The 
Yaqui are a peculiar sort of people. 
well to do ranchers and highly edu­ 
cated. many of them. 
“ They were at outs with the Mex­ 
ican government, as they have been 
un limitedly, I suppose, since the days 
of Cortez. 
At all events it was war 
between 
them 
and the Bubales in 
1892, aud we went in to he.p them. 
with the result we were captured, 
and stood up to be shot. as I Hated. 
“ Reyes, who reprieved us. was a 
Yaqui himself. 
But for that fact I 
would not be here telling you about 
it. 
Had a regular Mexican or a Span­ 
iard been in command it would have 
meant tyur finish.* ’’

Government Seeks to Force Carrying 
of Troopers at 1 Cent a Mil©

Washington, D. C., June IT.—Mis­ 
souri’s citizen soldiers in the Nation­ 
al Guard will not gather this year on 
the “old camp ground” at Nevada, 
but 
they 
will 
meet in regimental 
camps in various parts of the state. 
Adjutant General John B. O’Meara, 
with the sanction of the war depart­ 
ment, yesterday worked out Ine regi­ 
mental camp program after ae found 
himself up against a stone wall on 
the proposed joint instruction camp 
at Nevada. 
The refusal of the war department 
to pay the railroads of Missouri 2 
rents a mile per man for transporting 
troops to Nevada forced the change 
iii plans . An old Missouri statute 
which places the maximum at I cent 
per mile per trooper, is the basis of 
the department's position. 
For a time it looked as lf General 
O’Meara might bo confronted with a 
suit on his personal bond because hie 
bald the railroads $16,000, at the 2- 
cent rate last year. While this tem­ 
porarily suspended MlfSOUrfft trans­ 
portation credit with the department. 
(’• 
it has been agreed to await the put- 
come of a suit Attorney General Bar­ 
ker has brought against the nilroads 
to force compliance with the 1-cent 
trooper law. 
The department has agreed to cred­ 
it General O’Meara with $8,000, half 
the amount paid out last year for 
transportation. 
This is done on the 
theory that the railroads were en­ 
titled to that amount. 
Whether Mis­ 
souri or the railroads will have to 
pay the government 
the 
additional 
$8,000 will be decided iii the pending 
suit.

injured persons” and the “promotion 
of the sciences of medicine and sur­ 
gery.” 
Mrs. Florence 
A. 
Campbell, 
the 
widow, and Miss Lois Ana Campbell, 
the only child, are to share equally 
in the income of the estate for life. 
The estate is to be held in trust for 
them by the Mercantile Trust com­ 
pany. 
At the death of Mrs. Campbell the 
entire income is to go to the daugh­ 
ter . lf the daughter dies first the 
entire income is to go to Mrs. Camp­ 
bell. 
At the death of both Mrs. Camp­ 
bell and her daughter, if the latter 
has no children, the entire estate ex­ 
cept household goods, furniture, etc., 
which are willed the widow outright, 
goes to St. Louis university. 
Twenty-one years after the death 
bf the daughter, if the mother is al­ 
ready dead, the entire estate is to go 
to the university. 
The millionaire inserted a clause 
in his will to the effect that if tho 
will were renounced by his widow 
that none of the provisions made for 
his daughter or hor children should 
be operative and that she should be 
“cut off with $1.” 
Slioillc 
the daughter die, leaving 
only one calid, that child's income, he 
sets for,.*, shall be not more than 
$24,000 a year until the trust termi­ 
nates. 
The will was drawn up December 
19, 1913, by Benjamin Schnurmacher, 
a St. Louis attorney, and witnessed 
by three employes of the Mercantile 
Trust company.

Now’ that the canal tolls repeal bil 
bas passed both 
houses

signed by the president thus boom ­ 
ing a law, the public should not lose 
eight of the fact that this legislation 
Is only one of three important steps 
the administration has had in mind 
for the purpose of putting the United 
States right before the world.

The interstate commerce commis­ 
sion is to be asked to arrange with 
railroads for special rates in the fu- J 
ture for men willing to harvest the I 
huge wheat crops of Missouri, Ran-1 
sas, Oklahoma and other large wheat 
producing states. Telegraphic advice 
was received yesterday by Commis­ 
sioner Fitzpatrick to this effect from j 
Secretary of Labor Wilson. 
Many men anxious to work as har­ 
vesters, who came to Jefferson City 
for this purpose, made com print to 
Commissioner Fitzpatrick that when j 
they sought information in eastern j 
cities and towns concerning work in j 
western 
wheat 
fields 
they 
were 
charged $1 and $2 apiece by private 
employment agents and others, under 
the assertion that they would be sent 
direct to the scene, and were fur­ 
nished railroad tickets for which they 
were overcharged. 
Such practices as these, it lr stated, 
were carried on at Gary, Indiana, and 
also in Chicago. 
No one had been 
authorized to charge for such a ser­ 
vice. 
In many cases transportation 
could have been 
procured 
cheaper 
directly from the railroads. 
Commissioner 
Fitzpatrick. 
after 
taking the statements of men who 
had been victimized, wired particu­

In the 
same message he called attention to 
the necessity for an annual low'ex­ 
cursion rate from eastern populous 
centers for men out of employment 
to the wheat fields of Missouri, Kan­ 
sas and Oklahoma.

Unemployed men all over the land, 
eager to earn from $2.50 to $3.50 a 
day, began moving toward Missouri, 
Kansas and Oklahoma.

between Green Bay ana Fond du Lac, 
Wig., on the N orthw estern road.

tween M ilwaukee and Chicago a dou­ 
ble track block system has been in 
service for m any years. 
The new 
single track system was tried out be­ 
tween Oshkosh and Fond du l-ac, and 
it proved such a success 
th at 
the 
com pany plans to extend it over all 
its. lines. 
The system w arns of train s going 
in opposite directions, and of trains 
following. 
The blocks are established 
every 
three 
quarters 
of 
a 
mile, 
though in dangerous places they are 
increased to one every 
half 
mile. 
When a train enters into a block it 
autom atically sets, the 
one 
ahead 
w arning trains running in opposite di­ 
rections so as to prevent head on col­ 
lisions . The rear block also changes, 
w arning trains following to proceed 
slowly or with care because of the 
train ahead. 
By the new system all train s m ust 
he equipped with portable telephones. 
No train is perm itted to run by a 
block, and if th e lights are out the 
conductor must get in com m unication 
with the division train dispatcher be 
fore his train can proceed. 
Tho system is as n ear danger-proof, 
according to trainm en, as anything 
ever invented for railroad service.
